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DISPATCHING 50,000 TROOPS TO VIET NAM 
LBJ Orders Doubling Of Draft But 
Won’t Call Up Reserve Units Now

WASHINGTON (U P I)—P re si­ 
dent Johnson announced today 
that 
he 
is dispatching 
50,000 
m ore U.S. troops to South Viet 
N am alm ost 
im m ediately. 
He 
said d raft calls would be dou­ 
bled to 35,000 a m onth to pro­ 
vide the manpower. 


The 
P resident, 
in 
what 
he 
called the “ m ost agonizing and 
painful duty” of his office, an­ 
nounced the Viet N am buildup 
at a news conference carried to 
the nation by radio and tele­ 
vision 
and 
b ro ad cast 
to 
the 
world. The new forces will raise 
total U.S. strength in Viet Nam 
from 75,000 to 125,000. 


Johnson said the 1st Cavalry 
Division, a 
crack 
air assault 


and infantry outfit stationed at 
Ft. Benning, Ga., and “ certain 
other forces” are being ordered 
to Viet Nam as soon as possi­ 
ble. 


But the P resident said he had 
decided that it was not neces­ 
sary to order up the reserves 
“ at this tim e.” T here had been 
speculation he might call up as 
m any as 150,000 reservists and 
he did not preclude such action 
later. 


If it should become necessary 
to summ on 
the 
reserves, 
he 
said, “ I will 
give the m atter 
careful 
consideration; 
and 
I 
will give the country due and 
adequate notice before acting.” 


The P resident m ade no ef­ 
fort to minimize the seriousness 
of the situation 
in Viet Nam, 


saying flatly at one point: “ This 
is w ar.” 


Johnson outlined his stepped- 
up 
program 
for 
meeting 
the 
Com munist 
challenge 
in 
Viet 
Nam at a news conference ca r­ 
ried to the people 
on 
nation­ 
wide radio 
and 
television. 
It 
capped a week-long series of 
top-level conferences with 
his 
aides and congressional leaders. 


Johnson said bluntly that ad­ 
ditional forces will be needed 
in South Viet Nam 
“ and 
they 
will be sent.” 


“ This will m ake it necessary 
to increase our active fighting 
forces by raising the monthly 
draft cail from 17,000—which it 
now is — to 35.000; and step­ 
ping up or cam paign for volun­ 
tary enlistm ents.” 


At the sam e time, the P re si­ 
dent renewed his call for m ov­ 
ing

ference table.” He appealed to

He said he had “ spoken m any 
times of our objectives in Viet 
N am ” and so had the govern­ 
ment of South Viet Nam. 


“ Hanoi has set forth its own 
proposals," Johnson said. 
We 
are read y to discuss their pro­ 
posals and our proposals, and 
any proposals of any govern­ 
ment whose people m ay be af­ 
fected.” 


At the sam e time,

clared that “ we intend to con­ 
vince the Com m unists that we 
can not be defeated by force of 
arm s.”
